merman today by Attorney General 
Herman L. Ekern. The 
attorney 


general declared that seven dele- 
gates can be elected on the regular 
•callots instead of four, as previous- 
ly done, following an increased al- 
lotment to the state by the repub- 
lican national committee. 


The election of four delegates-al- 


large, as provided by the primary 
law! is "directory"' only as to the 
number, the attorney general held. 


"The delegates to the national con- 


vention of a political party are not 
state officers." the opinion declared. 
"The convention is a voluntary or- 
ganization which makes its own 
rules and regulations. The conven- 
tion may, and does, act as the sole 
judge of the credentials of the del- 
egates. It has full power to pro- 
scribe the number of delegates. Tve 
state has no power to determine the 
number of delegates which the state 
r.-.ay have in the national convention 
of a political party. If the author- 
ized representatives of a political 
party provide for seven delegates- 
at-large, this 
is entirely 
within 


their province, and the only effect of 
the primary law is to provide the 
machinery for the selection of such 
delegates. 


"In providing-the 
method 
for 


electing the delegates at large, the 
legislature mert'ly recognized the 
existing number and existing prac- 
tice. 
The law providing 
for the 


election of delegates at a primary 
election clearly was 
designed 
to 


provide for the election of the nec- 
essary number of delegates specified 
and recognized .by the party 
au- 


thorities. It was clearly not design- 
ed to impose a mandatory limita- 
tion on the number of delegates to 
'be so elected. 


"It is therefore, plain that the ' 


statute is directory merely as to ' 
the number of delegates to be so 
elected and that where the num- 
ber of delegates at 
large 
to be 


elected for the state is increased to 
seven by the properly constituted 
authorities representing the party, 
the intent of the law is that seven 
delegates at large shall be elected, 
and that as used in Subsection 3 of 
Section 5.22 and in Subsection 8 of 
Section 5.24, and in th.e form of bal- 
lot prescribed by Section 5.24 for 
the purpose cf the election of dele- 
gates to the republican national con- 
vention under the present call,, the 
word 'four' should 'be read 'seven.'" 


The attorney general concluded 


by advising the secretary of state to 
prepare sample ballots in form to 
instruct the electors to vote for sev- 
en delegates-at-large 
instead 
of 
four.

1. The names of all elections 


officials should be published in 
The Daily Cardinal a Sufficient 
time prior to the election 
at 


which they are to serve as of- 
ficials to permit students 
. to 


protest any names of those ac- 
tively 
interested in the out- 


come of the election. 


Must Present Fee Card 


,2. The list of the jrirl ballot 


clerks ought to be posted in a 
conspicuous place in Lathrop 
hall at least one week -before 
the election at which they are 
to officiate so as to allow stu- 
dents to protest those not qual- 
ified to act impartially. 


3. At each booth on election 


day during the entire period of 
voting there should be posted 
in a conspicuous placa the list 
of all ballot clerks officiating 
at such booths together with 
the exact hours at which they 
are to serve. This will prevent 
any unauthorized person from 
assuming the duties of clerk. 


4. All students must be iden- 


tified by presenting: their fee- 
cards before beins: permitted to 
vote, and each fee-card of a 
student voting is to be stamped 
with a rubber stamp by a bal- 
lot clerk which will show that 
such fee-card has been Toted 
at that election. This appears 
as a practical and easily work- 
able means of avoiding the all 
too prevalent practice of some- 
one voting under his own name 
and also under someone else's. 


•5. The face of each ballot 


should be initialed by a clerk 
when 
presented to the voter, 


and initialed on the folded por- 
tion by the other clerk who de- 
posits the ballot in the box. 


6. Election officials may not 


be candidates for election 
to 


any office in the election

High Costs Prevent Removal 


o/" Snow From County Roads; 


New Methods Being Sought 


Board Refuses to Keep 


Highways Cleared for 


» Traffic 


Snow removal from county and 


state highways ig not practical ac- 
cording to officials of the county 
and state highway commissions. 


There is no method of disposing 


of the snow after it is removed, un- 
less it is hauled away. This meth- 
od is not possible in country dis- 
tricts. The Dane county 'board of 
supervisors has refused to keep 
highways near Madison clear be- 
cause of the expense involved. 


Statistics -\yhieh have been kept 


by counties interested in the all 
year i-oads show that the expense 
varies greatly. In Kenosha county, 
the expense per mile was $1,60 for 
tho single storm Dec. 14, 1922. The 
same storm piled up drifts on Mil- 
waukee county' 'highways that cost 
$9.94 per mile to clear. These fig- 
ures 
covered 
operating expenses 


only,* but in Milwaukee the roads 
were 
cleared 
from 
shoulder 
to 


shoulder whjch is not absolutely 
necessary for travel. 


Snowfall is not uniform. In some 


localities hand labor 
is 
necessary. 


The type of equipment varies con- 
siderably. 
Snow storms sometimes 


completely paralyze traffic. 
Local 


and outside aid lowers the cost for 
some communities. 


Expenses kept for entire seasons 


in typical counties, according to fig- 
ures compiled by N. M. Isaibella, as- 
sistant maintenance engineer of the 


state highway commission, show 
that for Kenosha county the cost 
was $2SO per mile; for Ozaukee 
county $140; Racine county ?160; 
and Milwaukee county $200 per 
mile. The state highwav funds al- 
low each county $350 per mile per 
year for maintenance so that the 
above figures would indicate that 
most of the money would be used 
for.the clearing of sncw. 


Mr. Isaibella, in an article in" the 


Highway 
Magazine, 
states that 


many communities are demanding 
that expensive highways be kept 
open throughout the year because 
such heavy investment as modern 
roads should not tie-allowed to be 
idle for long periods. 


"Wisconsin counties 
have been 


experimenting with many of the 
snow removal devices on the mai- 
ket," Says Mr. Isabella. 
"Experi- 


ence shows that there is still plenty 
of room for the deevlopment of a 
speedy, 
effective 
and 
economical 


snow removal device. 
Some have 


tried the large blade grader, pro- 
pelled by a large tractor; some 
have, used the single blade plows 
pushed by a truck or tractor, and 
some have rotary fans. 
The large 


6 foot "V" ploys, 9 feet -wide, at- 
tached to caterpillar tractors have 
been used in Milwaukee county. It 
was demonstrated that this plow 
with two men can clear snow two to 
ftur feet deep at an average of IS 
miles per day at an average cost of 
J3.QO per mile. This does not in-

overhead 
and 
depreciation

lands. 


For 150 years America has held up as a 


man beyond whose place of degradation 
no 


one could travel; a man known as Benedict Ar- 
nold, because in time of war, for reasons which 
may have appealed, he undertook to sell and 
convey the little rocky fortress- on the Hudson 
to the British 'army. He was a traitor because 
ho undertook to sell an American fortification 
to Britain. 


If the people in charge of the American na- 


vy are to be believed when they say our very 
national existence depends upon the navy as 
the first line of defense; when they tell us we 
would be lost without the navy, and then sell 
every drop of reserve fuel for the navy. I ask 
how much more infamous it is to have 
sold 


every gallon of reserve oil than it was 
for 


Benedict Arnold to try to sell only a rocky 
fortress on the Hudson river. 


A, "B. FALL, an old guard politician, 


was made secretary of the in- 


terior in the Harding administration. He 
was a "practical business man." 


The oil lobby at Washington had suc- 


ceeded in having naval oil reserves in the 
v.-est opened for private exploitation,— 
the Teapot Dome tract among others. 


When the bill opening these reserves 


for private exploitation was before Con- 
gress, Senator La Follette fought the 
measure as one designed to give millions 
in profits to the oil trust. Senator La 
Follette voted against the measure. Sen- 
ator Lenroot voted for it.

^—HEN Congress passed the Teapot 


Dome measure, the oil magnates 


were immediately on the ground to get 
the persimmons.

SECRETLY leased the valuable tracts in 
the Teapot Dome district to Sinclair. It 
is estimated that the concession granted 
to Sinclair by Fall was worth $100,000,- 
000. Immediately following the SECRET 
lease and before the country had ever 
hc-arcl of the transaction, Sinclair securi- 
ties took a big jump on the New York 
.stock market. The insiders had been let 
in on the deal. 


Prior to the secret deal wiih Sinclair, 


Secretary f^all was badly in debt. 
Ho 


was having financial difficulties with his 
ranch holdings in Mexico. Shortly after 
the SECRET deal with Sinclair, how- 
ever. Fall emerged from his financial dif- 
ficulties. 


It now transpires that after 
the 


SECRET deal with Sinclair had been con- 
cluded Fall came into possession of $100,- 
000 which he says hu carried in a tin box 
to New Mexico. 
(Strange how a busi- 


ness man would carry that amount of 
cash. Was he guarding against checks 
that might prove dangerous in evi- 
dence?) 


When he was before a senate investi- 


gating committee Fall said that he had 
borrowed the money from E. B. McLean, 
millionaire Washington newspaper owner 
and idol of the privileged crowd at Wash- 
ington. Mr. McLean at that time cor- 
roborated Mr. Fall's statement. Now, 
however, McLean says that Fall didn't 
borrow the money from him because he 
returned the checks which McLean had 
given Fall. They were uncashed. 


The senate investigating committee, 


directed by Senator Walsh, seeks to get 
at the bottom of the $100,000 matter. 
Fall and McLean slip quietly out of 
Washington and Fall registers under an 
assumed name in a Florida hotel. 
He 


is discovered, however, and Senator 
Walsh decides to go to Florida to get 
Fall's testimony. Fall, however, refuses 
to give the testimony. 


To date, Fall has refused to tell where 


he received the 3100,000. 
He is evading 


the investigating committee at Wash- 
ington.

Speed Tests Made by New Type Electric 


Locomotive for Riding Qualities. 


Speed tests of the new type electric locomo- 


tive built by the General Electric company and 
the American Locomotives 
company foi- 
the 


Paris Orleans railway have been conducted at 
Erie, Pn. In order definitely to determine the 
riding qualities of this locomotive, u large num- 
ber of runs were made over the 4% miles of 
test track at Erie operating at speeds between 
100 and 130 kilometers (80.8) per hour. On 
two trips, speeds of 159 kilometers (99 miles), 
and 16? kilometers (105 miles) per hour had 
previously been reached. 


The locomotive operated successfully 
at 


these high speeds and there was no indication 
of periodical oscillation or nosing, experts say. 
The tests included critical observation of both 
the front and rear of the locomotive, a'nd there 
was no apparent tendency toward objectionable 
movements which might have injurious effect 
upon the track, according to observers. Records 
were also obtained by means of the otheograph, 
which would indicate unus'ual freedom from nos- 
ing at high speeds. Examinations of the track 
after these runs were made showed absence of 
any detrimental effects. 


The commutation of the motors was observed 


under all operating conditions and reported to 
be excellent. Other lesU included commutation 
tests with rapidly changing trolley voltage and 
.wheel slipping with and without sand. 


Guests were carried in both forward and 


rear cabs, where they observed the riding qual- 
ities of both ends and were, able to observe 
speed indicators and other instruments. Easy 
riding qualities were noted at high speed on 
both straight and curved track.
